State drops plans for adult foster care home

The Michigan Department of 
Mental Health (DMH) has dropped 
all plans to construct a house on 
Hunter Street for six mentally 
retarded men who were to be 
brought out of institutions and 
placed in the community. 

The site for the home, one lot east 
of Apache on Hunter . had been the 
center of many objections, ranging 
from technical difficulties about 
building on the substandard lot that 
had a wide pipeline easement, to 
from neighbors and 
reactions from council

members who were miffed at not 
being consulted on the site. 

According to Jim Glick, the 
director of Alternative Intermediate 
Services of the Department of 
Mental Health, he will start over to 
find an acceptable site for a home in 
Westland TTiis time, however, he 
will involve City Council and state 
representatives in the site selection 
from the very beginning. 

Although admitting to being 
disappointed that the Hunter site 
was being dropped after he had 
worked on that project for a year, he 
said “lam optimistic a bout the citv 


Insurance firm 
plans to invest 

in Wayne mall 


What city officials called a major 
boost to local economy, the John 
Hancock Mutual Life Insurance 
Company announced this week that 
it is ready to invest in Wayne 
Commons, a recently opened 
shopping center located in the south- 
west corner of the city. 

John Hancock has agreed to 
provide $1,875 million in long-term 
mortage financing for the shopping 
center whose major tenants 
presently are Kroger Supermarket 
and Perry Drugs. 

The news was eagerly received by 
Mayor Paul Lada who said that life 
insurance company’s actions 
“would assure the success of the 
project.” 

"It’s a tremendous boast not only 
to the economy but to the 
resurrengence of the city and also to 


the morale of the city,” Mayor Lada 
said. “An insitution like the John 
Hancock Life Insurance Company 
making available the future 
financing of the shopping center, all 
but assures the success of the 
project.” 

Robert Sosnick is the developer of 
Wayne Commons which opened its 
doors in the fall. The loan was 
arranged by mortage broker Joseph 
Grosz. 

The shopping center is situated on 
almost nine acres of land on the 
southwest corner of Michigan 
Avenue East and Williams Street. 

The one story building of steel 
and masonry framework and block 
and brick exterior contains 60,800 
square feet of leasable area and 
there is parking for 516 cars. 


Volunteers 
for IRS's 
VITA sought 



The Internal Revenue' 
Service is in need of 
volunteers to staff the 
Volunteer Income Tax 
Assistance (VITA) 
offices in Michigan. 

VITA is a free 
program, designed to 
help anyone needing 
basic income tax 
preparation such as 
military personnel and 
their dependents, low- 
income, elderly, and 
non-English speaking 
taxpayers. The IRS 
trains volunteers in 
basic principles of in- 
come tax procedure and 


experience or educati^i 
is required, however, 
individuals with ac- 
counting or law 
backgrounds are 
welcome. Persons with 
foreign language skills 
are being sought to 
assist in areas which 
need bilingual support. 
The Internal Revenue 
Service hopes to in- 
crease the number of 
volunteers this year, in 
order to better serve 
Michigan taxpayers. 

VITA offices are 
located conveniently for 
people who have 
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working with us to find a different 
site. “We may have lost that site, but 
we’ve gained experience in the 
importance of including these 
(elected) representatives in 
establishing a new home.” 

The Alternative Intermediate 
Services (A IS) for the mentally 
retarded is a new program under the 
auspices of the Department of 
Mental Health which seeks to build 
new homes within communities, for 
the retarded. A recent law makes it 
possible for foster homes to be 
located in residential areas, as long 
as there are no more than six 
residents. Cities cannot legally 
restrict such a home just because it 
is for mentally retarded persons. 

The site on Hunter, however, has 
had problems since the start. 

Although Glick had made contact 
as early as last year with the 
Westland city building department, 
and later the planning department 
about the home, it was not brought to 
the City Council’s attention until 
October of this year 

At least some of the council 
members expressed displeasure 
that they had not been consulted 
earlier as to the site. The state does 
not necessarily need council ap- 
proval on where to locate. 

Although from the outset, the AIS 
people had planned a community 
meeting to inform residents in the 
area about the proposed home, word 
of the home “leaked” out ahead of 
the meeting time, and gave the 
erroneous appearance that the 
group was trying to “come in the 
back door. ” Glick has emphatically 
denied this, saying that community 
education is considered of prime 
importance in locating a house. 

Nonetheless, the proposal met 
with some community opposition. 

Technical difficulties also arose. A 
question came up as to whether or 
not the lot in question was buildable 
at all, because of a pipeline 
easement running at the back of an 
already substandard lot. And ob- 
jections came regarding the large 
size of the house. 

State Reps. Thomas Brown (D- 
Westland) and Robert Law (R- 
Westland, Livonia) stepped in to try 
and iron out the problems. Brown 
was co-sponsor of the law allowing 
foster homes in residential neigh- 
borhoods. 


They met with representatives of 
the Department of Mental Health 
last week, explaining the concerns of 
both the city officials and residents 
about the Hunter site in particular 
and similar problems with seven or 
eight other homes proposed in other 
parts of the state. 

They were critical that the 
department never set if> rules and 
regulations to govern all such 
facilities state-wide. AIS had its own 
guidelines, but those would not 
necessarily apply to other foster 
homes. 

That was one problem for the 
Hunter site home, Glick said. 
Residents were judging his AIS 
program according to other 
placement programs that had not 
worked out, even though the AIS 
program had not been tried yet. 

What Brown and Law wanted, and 
still want, are state wide rules and 
regulations to deal with questions, 
such as how a site is selected, the 
type of home that can be built, the 
quality and pay of people operating 
and working in the homes, the 
procedure for complaining about 
problems at a home, and such. 
Brown has introduced, and Law co- 
sponsored, a bill to put a 
moratorium on licensing of any such 


foster care homes until those rules 
and regulations are developed The 
resolution is in the house policy 
committee awaiting a hearing, 
Brown said. 

The Department of Mental Health 
hopes to have the rules by the end of 
January. 

While supportive of the concept of 
placing retarded persons in the 
community, Brown and Law were 
concerned that it be done according 
to spelled out guidelines and with the 
participation of the city. 

A spokesperson for the Depart- 
ment of Mental Health said that he 
believed Law and Brown to be 
“conscienscious representatives” 
who wanted to find a way to iron out 
the problems. 

“We won’t proceed firther until 
we can work out problems in areas 
where they exist,” he said, in 
summary of his department’s 
meeting with the legislators. 

“We certainly don’t condone 
discrimination (against the retar- 
ded), but we want to back off to take 
a look at the environment and see if 
it’s conducive to good tratment and 


training of the residents. If the home 
is in a neighborhood hostile to it, that 
may have an effect on people that 
live in the home. 

“The Department of Mental 
Health alsorealizes that perhapswe 
haven’t done a good job of com- 
munity education.” 

He said a “moratorium” has been 
called on the problem sites, such as 
Hunter. 

Glick’s orders, however, seemed 
clearly to mean that Hunter has 
been axed as a site, because of the 
technical difficulties. 

Glick has asked the DMH to set up 
a meeting where he can meet with 
Brown and La w “t o t alk a bou t where 
we are going in the future.” 

In the meantime, Glick and other 
DMH community placement people 
are meeting in Lansing today to 
discuss community placement 
strategy. 

Glick still is interested in locating 
an AIS house in Westland, but any 
planning done on that will from now 
on include elected city officials and 
state representatives from the 
outset, he said

Hogan said the center has acted as 
a go-between in transactions in- 
volving the boarding up and selling 
of HUD homes in the Meadows.

Reducing your taxes 


Sound planning for future must be based on prospects 


At year-end most of us look for 
ways to reduce our 1978 taxes, but 
this year, under certain cir- 
cumstances, this could be poor 
strategy. 

Not a good idea to seek ways to cut 
taxes 9 That’s right, or so advises 
DonaJdE. Schmaltz, president of the 
Michigan Association of Certified 
Public Accountants, which points 
out that if by saving on 78 taxes you 
increase your taxes in ‘79 or *80, you 
could end up paying more tax. 
However, use of the tax money 
saved in 1978 also should be con- 
sidered. 

Fpr that reason, sound tax 
planning must be based on 
prospects for the years ahead, as 
well as events of die year just en- 
ding. The goal is to level off the 
peaks and valleys of taxable income 
to avoid the much higher tax rates 
that go into effect when earnings are 
higher. 


Tax planning begins with the 
preparation of a personal financial 
statement. Essentially this consists 
of two documents — a listing of all 
assets and obligations, with the 
difference between them indicating 
new worth, a balance sheet; and a 
listing of all additions to, or sub- 
tractions from, net worth over a 
period of time, a funds statement. 

To project your tax prospects into 
the future, a third personal financial 
document can be most useful — the 
cash flow projection This is a listing 
week by week, or pay period by pay 
period, of all money you expect to 
receive from all sources, and what 
payments you will have to make 

With this information in hand, the 
end-of-year steps consist primarily 
of timing income and deductions to 
make them fall in the year when 
they will do the most good or cause 
the lease harm.

Such control is easier for business 
owners on the accrual rather than 
the cash basis. They can commit the 
company to paying an employee 
bonus on 78 earnings, for example 
Even if they don’t actually pay it 
until 79, as a rule if the commitment 
is made this year, that’s when the 
deduction can be taken. 

Maintenance work (business 
related) can be done now r or put off, 
according to the tax picture. The 
same with replensihing of ex- 
pendable plant operating supplies — 
stock up now, or make do until after 
the first of the year. On inventory, 
consider writing down items whose 
value has sagged 

Bad debts? Can you establish that 
the debt went bad in 78? You must 
have made a serious effort to collect 
to establish the timing; should that 
effort be made now or later? 

And w'hat about the 10 percent 
investment tax credit? Buying and 
placing in service productive 
equipment in 1978 rather than 1979 
will reduce your tax dollar for dollar 
and allow you use of the tax money 
saved that much sooner, although 
you do have your choice of when you 
place the equipment in service, for 
the credit. 

Those are some of the year-end 
planning opportunities for business 
people, but other individuals — even 
employees — are not without ways 
to control their tax liabilities, too. 

For example, a person on the cash 
basis can press or not press for 
collection of income before the 
year’s end, can speed up or delay 
payment of deductible expenses 
such as contributions and certain 
state or local taxes, or can pay for 
dental or medical work now or later. 

Your filing status (single, 


married-filing jointly, married 
filing singly and head of household > 
can have significant effect on your 
tax rate. And while no one would 
marry or divorce, let’s say, to 
change his filing status, a person 
living apart from a spouse for an 
entire year may qualify as a single 
taxpayer or as a head of household, 
if rather stringent tests are met. 

Or perhaps there is someone who 
would qualify as your dependent, if 
that individual did not provide more 
than half of his own support But 
what is support? Not savings or 
investments, life insurance 
premiums or taxes — they are not 
support for tax purposes 

So if you can arrange it that the 
individual devotes a good part of his 
income to those, while your con- 
tributions pay for meat-and-potato 
items, you still could get the 
exemption. 

Sound tax palnning goes well 
beyond year-end adjustments. A 
good tax plan extends over a lifetime 
and takes into consideration long- 
range expectations, family growth, 
housing requirements and 
retirement expectations, as well as 
disposal of the estate after death 

One of the most urgent long-range 
tax planning needs for many 
families is acquiring the 
wherewithal to pay for the children’s 
higher education. Simply putting the 
money aside in a special savings 
account or investment is not enough 
(although a majority of families 
lack even that much of a plan). As 


the fund builds over the years, its 
income, added to yours, can be 
depleted by taxes. 

The goal should be to protect the 
fund s earnings from such tax 
erosion. Put the savings or in- 
vestments in the children’s names, 
so that any taxes would be assessed 
at their much lower rate; in most 
cases they would owe no taxes at all. 


Or set up a temporary trust, under 
which they receive the income from 
a fund you have put aside for at least 
10 years .and a day. They, not you, 
owe whatever taxes may be due and 
at the end of the trust period the 
principal reverts to you. 

The earlier a tax plan is for- 
mulated and put into operation the 
more effective it is likely to be

A pa rent -teacher committee at 
Madison has come up with a way 
that those parents, and their 
children, can become part of the 
solution. 

The *‘problem M is traffic 
congestion, as students oome and 
leave school. Amid the scurry of 
parents dropping their youngsters 
off on Carlson Street and in the 
parking lot, and picking them up 
from school, it is considered a 
wonder that no child has ever been 
injured. But a core of parents, 
teachers and Principal Beverly 
Lambert figire that luck can’t last 
forever. 

If the traffic of cars and kids 
doesn’t thin out, the situation could 
be a time bomb waiting to go off. So 
they’re plotting a strategy to avert a 
tragedy before it happens. 

The committee has devised a 
several-pronged program. 

One of the major themes will be: 
“These feet are made for walking.” 

The message is obvious. It’s 
healthy , safe and smart to have your 
chilcken walk to school in most 
cases. None of the students in the 
Madison attendance area are bused, 
so all are within the 1-mile limit for 
walking. If properly dressed and 
instructed on the safety factors of 
walking, that mode of transportation 
is the best, the committee figured. 

Of course, for some students in the 


farthest areas, reaching a mile in 
distance, and in cases of younger 
students, driving might be best. 

In that case, the parent committee 
is urging a second means of un- 
clogging Carlson. Parents should 
drop students off one block away 
from the school — on Hazelwood, 
Florane, Judith, or another street. 
Then they would have to walk only a 
block and will have help crossing 
streets from student safety guards. 

The campaign kicks off this week, 
as a letter will go home from the 
committee to the 640 students’ 
families. Parent committee 
chairman is Lennis Hayes, who also 
is a Westland police officer. Teacher 
representative is Kevin Smith. 

Students from fifth and six grade 
classes were commissioned to 
design slogans for badges, that will 

be awarded to a student who walks 
The PTA is buying the badges. The 
month of December will be a 
practice month, then in January, 
students will earn their button 
saying: “These feet were made for 
walking.” 

Ms. Lambert mentioned, too, that 
teachers will begin health units in 
the classrooms, teaching the health 
values of walking. Safety will also be 
taught, perhaps at a safety 
assembly, she said. 

Careful not to exchange one traffic 
safety problem for another, Hayes 
emphasized that if parents start 
dropping off their youngsters a block 
away, it should be done simply by 
pulling to the curb somewhere in the 
middle of the block — not at the 
intersections, or where there are 
stop signs. 

Carlson is a busy thoroughfare 
through the residential subdivision 


that surrounds Madison. Right now, 
there are signs prohibiting parking 
or stopping at all in front of the 
school on the east side of the street, 
but parents ignore the traffic orders. 

Ms. Lambert added that in 
January the school will ask that 
Westland police begin ticketing such 
violators. 

At present, parking is permitted 
on the west side of the street. 

The school also intends to ask the 
city to change street parking 
regulations to allow legal parking on 
the east side of the street where the 
school is and prohibit parking during 


school hours on the opposite side. 

As it is now, parents will often 
park on the west side of Carlson 
Lunch bells ring, and students 
scurry out of the building It may be 
a rainy day. Mom or Dad is in the 
car across the street and the 
students bounds across Carlson 
toward the car. 

Teacher Kevin Smith shuddered 
as he described that scenario he sees 
constantly repeated, dreading the 
day when one of the youngsters 
dashing across the street, or across 
the parking lot, won’t make it to the 
other side.

NEAR MILFORD, one of the most 
popular winter playgrounds in 
southeastern Michigan, has 
facilities for ice skating, 
tobogganing, sledding, cross- 
country skiing and ski rental ser- 
vice, ice fishing, nature hikes and 
photography. 

General skating and hockey rinks 
are located on Kent Lake in front of 
the Boat Rental Building, with 
skating hours from 10 am. to 9 p.m. 
(weather permitting) The building 
has a heated lounge, fireplace, 
restrooms and food service. 
Building hours are Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays, 10 a m. to 9 
p.m., and Monday through Friday, 2 
to 9 p.m. (and daily during the

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Food Stamp 
Program 
to change 


The Michigan 
Department of Social 
Services has announced 
that beginning Jan 1 
food stamp recipients 
will no longer be 
required to pay for part 
of the face value of the 
stamps they receive. 
Households which do not 
pay for their food 
stamps, will not be 
affected by this action. 

This major program 
change, along with 
other changes to be 
announced later, was 
mandated by enactment 
of the Food Stamp Act of 
1977 and was published 
recently as new food 
stamp regulations by 
the UM.S. Department 
of Agriculture. 

Most food stamp 
households now pay a 
part of their household 
income for their 
monthly allotment of 
stamps. The amount 
paid is based on 
household size and the 
amount of net income 
after allowable ex- 
penses are deducted 
from gross income. 

The total value of the 
food stamps received 
always exceeds the 
purchase price under 
the present program. 
Excess food stamps are 
the bonus stamps the 
household receives by 
participating in the 
program. 

For example, a 
household may now pay 
$50 to receive $150 worth 
of food stamps each 
month. The extra $100 
worth of stamps is the 
amount of bonus stamps 
the household gains. 
Under the new system 


— assuming that 
eligibility cir- 
cumstances, such as net 
income and family size, 
remain the same — the 
household will simply 
receive $100 worth of 
food stamps beginning 
in January without 
having to pay any 
money. Should the 
households cir- 
cumstances change, the 
number of bonus stamps 
issued will either in- 
crease or decrease as 
the situation warrants. 

MDSS officials em- 
phasized the need for 
food stamp recipients to 
understand t ha t 
elimination of the 
money payment will 
result in a decrease in 
the amount of stamps 
they actually will 
receive. The amount of 
food stamps to be issued 
beginning in January 
may not meet all of a 
household s monthly 
food costs. Therefore, 
money no longer 
required to buy food 
stamps may 
necessary to buy 
extra food they 
need. 

Notices of 
elimination of the 
stamp purchase 
requirement will be 
mailed to all certified 
food stamp households 
in Michigan in 
December and January 
along with their 
Authorization to Par- 
ticipate (ATP) cards. 

In addition, notices 
will be mailed to all Aid 
to Dependent Children 
(ADC) and Sup- 
plemental Security 
Income (SSI) recipients

Remember child's size, 
age when buying toys

When giving toys to children this 
holiday season, be sure to give toys 
which will provide hours of fun — not 
serious injury 

Remember to match the toy to the 
child’s size and age. Many toy 
packages have labels such as “Not 
recommended for children under 
three.” Keep in mind too that 
younger children may be able to get 
hold of toys designs! for an older 
brother or sister Toys which are 
safe for older children, such as 
chemistry sets of electrical tovs, can 
be lethal in the hands of toddlers. 

Keep safety in mind when shop- 
ping for toys Look for sharp edges, 
points and prongs Some toys have 
small removable parts which can be 
swallowed or become lodged in a 
child's throat or nose Dolls or 
stuffed toys for smaller children 


should have embroidered eyes 
rather than metal or plastic buttons. 
Keep in mind that the squeaker in 
some squeak toys can became loose 
and possibly be swallowed. 

If the toys is a noisy one. operate it 
yourself to find out just how much 
noise it makes Some toys are 
capable of damaging a child’s 
hearing For example, some cap 
guns may be extremely harmful 
when they are held close to the ear 

Make sure cloth or stuffed toys are 
non-flammable or flame resistant. 
The label should indicate this, as 
well as tell whether the toys are 
stuffed with hygienic, washable 
material. Look to see that painted 
toys are painted with a non-toxic 
paint 

After the toy is brought home, go 
over all the directions and teach the 
child how to play with it properly 
Although marry children seem to 
find the toy's package just as 
fascinating as the toy itself. 


wrapping materials like plastic or 
string could be dangerous Be sure 
to discard any ropes, staples, wires 
or plastic wrapping which could 
cause an injury or suffocation. 

Check the toy periodically for 
damage and wear and tear. 

There are state and federal 
agencies charged with protecting 
consumers from unsafe toys. In 
Michigan, retail outlets which sell 
toys must register with the 
Department of Agriculture’s Food 
Inspection Division. This agency

The search for a longterm 
solution to Wayne County’s 
economic crisis continues with the 
most recent suggestion-maker being 
Bill Joyner 

Joyner, Wayne County com- 
missioner for the 27th District which 
includes Canton, Van Buren and 
Sumpter townships, and parts of 
Wayne and Westland, believes that 
if there were less leaders steering in 
different directions, attack on the 
fiscal crisis would be less 
fragmented. 

The commissioner’s proposal is 
for a task force of 13 people to be 
organized and have it report back to 


the county within a six-month period 
on the merits of hiring a county 
executive. 

Once the report is completed and 
presented to the county officials 
Joyner said he hopes that the report 
with its recommendations would be 
put to the vote of the people 
But before any special election s 
commission begins to ready itself 
for another special county-wide 
election, Joyner’s suggestion first 
has to be heard by his fellow com- 
missioners 

The meeting where the decision 
should be made on his proposal 
begins at 2 p m today at the City- 
County Building in Detroit in the 7th 
floor conference Room A 
I’m tired of taking a back seat. 


and on this issue I’m going to fight 
hard for its passage." Joyner said 
He is encouraging citizens to 
contact their county commissioners 
to express their points of view on the 
issue 

It is time to put aside the squab 
bling matches of the suburb in- 
terests versus the Detroit interests, 
and for one central leader to carry 
the county out of debt, he said 
The task force would be assigned 
to study the current state laws that 
affect the county government and 
make recommendations on how they 
should be changed in order to im- 
plement the proposed office of an 
executive leader 

His suggestion is to have four 
commissioners— two who reside 


within the boundary of the City of 
Detroit and two from the 
suburbs— to sit on the task force 
Four representatives of the 
business community should be in- 
vited to participate, as well as three 
representatives from the volunteer 
sector. 

The balance of the task force 
would be comprised to two 
representatives of the media, said 
Joyner 

Joyner cites the county sheriffs 
patrol $ 2*2 million arbitration 
settlement agreement, which came 
at a time when the county was un- 
prepared to meet the agreement, as 
a reason for the proposed 
executive s position 
"We have to keep on top of things 


as they're happening, and anticipate 
things before they happen," Joyner 
said "With regard to the county 
sheriffs, we waited one year and did 
absolutely nothing, hoping that the 
supreme court s decision would be 
overuled and that the settlement 
would not come " 

With a county executive, 
preparations from the worst to the 
best possible out come could have 
been arranged, he said 
The issue of a county executive 
has been slipped under other issues 
of apparent more importance over 
the past year, such as pay raises, 
budget cuts, service slashing and 
management mishaps, he noted 
“Let’s put it back on top," Joyner 
added

If you were in the area of Ford and 
Newburgh roads in Westland at 4:18 
p m Dec l, Westland police would 
like to hear your eyewitness account 
of a traffic accident that killed two 
women and hospitalized a third.

According to Brokas, the car 
driven by Ms Foster was in the 
westbound land on Ford Road, 
apparently intending to turn left 
onto Newburgh The truck driven by 

Henry was heading east on Ford

Police have been unable to 
determine whether or not the car 
had actually begun its turn, or 
where it was in the intersection. 
However, the end result was that the 
truck struck the car on the right 
side, impacting at the passenger 

No skid marks were evident from 
the truck, indicating no attempt to 
stop before entering the in- 
tersection, Brokas said. There also 
is no evidence to indicate that the 
driver of the truck was speeding, but 
was probably traveling at about 40 
miles per hour, he added. The speed 
limit on the road is 45 miles per hour. 

Neither driver has been able to 
give any account of the accident. 
The woman in the hospital said she 
cannot remember, and the man has 
not made a statement, Brokas said. 

Anyone who witnessed the ac- 
cident is asked to call Brokas at the 
Westland Police Department Traffic 
Bureau at 722-9633.

PROJECTS OPERATED BY THE ROMULUS HOUSING COMMISSION OR 
LIVED IN PUBLIC HOUSING PROJECTS IN ANY OTHER CITY BET- 
WEEN MARCH 16, 1971, - SEPTEMBER 26, 1975. 

If you rented a house or apartment from the ROMULUS HOUSING COM- 
MISSION or any other Public Housing Agency (PHA) during the period 
between March 16, 1971, and September 26, 1975, you may be eligible to file a 
claim for a refund of part of your rent during that period if : 

1. The wife or husband of the head of the household was present and 
dependent upon the head of the household for support and-or; 

2. a dependent member of your family household was employed. 

If you believe your family falls within one of the categories described above, 
you may wish to continue reading this Notice in order to determine how and 
under what circumstances you may file a claim. 

On July 7. 1978, the District Court of the District of Columbia entered a 
Stipulated Order providing that the definition of family income for purposes 
of computing maximum rentals for public housing, as contained in a HUD 
Circular, which excluded spouses from the $30U deduction for each depen- 
dent and excluded dependents from the $300 deduction for each secondary 
wage earner, was invalid and violated the United States Housing Act of 1937, 
as amended. The effect of this determination is that certain families who 
lived in public housing during the period from March 16, 1971. to September 
26, 1975, may have been charged too much rent Therefore, the District Court 
ordered HUD to establish a one million dollar fund for the payment of claims 
which current or former tenants of public housing may submit for a refund 
of any overpayments. 

The District Court’s Stipulated Order provides that, if valid claims exceed 
one million dollars, HUD has the option of having the Order dissolved in 
which case NTO and HUD may negotiate a modified settlement or proceed 
with further litigation Thus, claimants should realize that the submittal of a 
claim determined valid by a PHA may result in full, partial, or no payment, 
depending on the total amount of valid claims submitted to HUD. or the final 
outcome of any further litigation Any person wishing to receive a copy of the 
Stipulated Order or a claim form may do so by making their request known 
to a local PHA 

Individuals wishing to submit a claim must fill in the claim form made a 
part of this Notice and must submit it to the Public Housing Agency’s ad- 
dress indicated on the claim form, or such other appropriate Public Housing 
.Agency if different from the address indicated, within 120 days from Dec 6,

It seems that the price ex- 
tracted from the citizens of 
Romulus for Metro Airport, 
will get worse before it gets 
better. 

Officials of Romulus have 
complained for years about 
the one-sided relationship 
which exists between the 
county and their community. 
But the latest chapter in the 
continuing battle of the ‘people 
versus Wayne County’ 
promises to produce just 
another loss for Romulus. 

Two-weeks-ago, Wayne 
County announced plans for 
evicting 20 Romulus families 
from their homes that just 
happen to sit on land the 
county feels is necessary for 
airport expandion. 

Add to the loss by those 20 
Romulus families of their 
homes, the approximate $7,000 
in property taxes the com- 
munity will lose once the Tax 
Exempt’ county facility takes 
over the area, 

It would appear to the ob- 
server that the county pretty 
much has had its own way in 
Romulus for years. Taking 
what it wanted and giving little 
if anything in return. 

We have said in the past that 
we feel Romulus and its 
residents should be com- 
pensated for the inconvenience 
created by the ever expanding, 
ever growing airport. 

Ford vote 

Combine, two popular 
Congressional personalities, 
their 25-member state 
delegation, and a politician’s 
instincts to protect colleagues 
who are in trouble, with a vote 
behind closed doors, and 
Congressional abdication of 
responsibility is virtually 
complete. 

The latest example of this 
combination is the Dec. .6 vote 
of 275 newly elected democrats 
in the House of Represen- 
tatives that removed two 
colleagues caught in the 
Koreagate scandal from the 
hook. 

The two held subcommittee 
chairmanships in the last 
congress and are fighting to 
hold them once again. 

Reps. Charles H. Wilson and 
Edward Roybal, veteran 
California Democrats, were 
found by the House Committee 
on Standards of Conduct last 
September, to have lied to the 
committee when they denied 
having received gifts from 
Tongsun Park. 

House Democrats who were 
elected to the 96th Congress 
met in their party caucus Dec. 
6 to consider, among other 
things, a proposal to change 
the procedure for the 
nomination of subcommittee 
chairman which would have 
excluded Wilson and Roybal 
from consideration for return 
to their chairmanships. 

Following much jockeying, 
the original resolution as 
proposed by Rep Matthew 
McHugh of New York, was 
amended by the caucus, 
thereby providing a loophole 
large enough for both Wilson 
and Roybal to duck through in 
order to keep their chair- 
manships 


up, up 

We had hoped that the 
county would have realized 
that continued expansion of 
the airport, while probably 
necessary, should carry with it 
a benefit to the community 
which houses it. 

But the county, on the verge 
of bankruptcy, is apparently 
now even less concerned about 
the impact of its airport 
planning on Romulus 
residents. 

We think it is time for a 
comphrensive study of the 
airport and its impact on the 
community. 

It is time for the state to 
consider granting the City of 
Romulus special incentives to 
compensate for the loss of tax 
revenue resulting from the 
county’s occupancy of prime 
land which will never yield a 
‘nickle’ for the benefit of the 
community. 

Maybe the county is right in 
demanding the additional land 
for safety or health reasons. 
Maybe they are, but that isn’t 
really the question. 

The question is, how long 
can the county continue to 
take, and the residents give, 
before Romulus finds itself 
with nothing left to give. 

The question really isn’t 
whether the people are fed up 
with the airport, it’s just how 
much longer they will put up 
with the county.

We feel this action by 
Congress once again shows a 
distinct lack of concern for 
that body’s own rules and 
further damages the law- 
makers’ already shakey 
credibility.

Pete Rose.... 

Eat your heart out 


This week’s column will look a subject familiar 
to many parents, but unfortunately, unfamiliar 
to many others. As a matter of fact, the subject 
was unfamilar to me until last week. 

With no shortage of the normal parental pride 
when one of our children do well, I would like to 
relate an experience which left me both proud 
and humbled. 

The week before last, I was told by my 16-year- 
old son, Dennis, that he had been invited to join 
the National Honor Society. 

For those of you unfamiliar with that 
organization, it is, as the name implies, a 
national organization whose membership con- 
sists of students who have been able to muster 
the required effort to post a 3.7 grade point level 
on a scale of 4. 

By way of comparison, the required 3.7 grade 
level would be roughly equivalent to a batting 
average of .340 in major league baseball, or a 
bowling average of about 250. 

Quite an accomplishment for any modem 
batsman or kegler, but an accomplishment too 
often overlooked as it applies to the 
achievements of our students. 

Sure, it can be said with some accuracy that a 
batting average of .340 today, would, and 
probably could, provide its possessor with 
financial security for life, but the 3.7 grade 
average level necessary to become a member of 
the Honor Society, provides its possessor with 
virtually unlimited potential for both financial 
and intelectual growth for life. 


Why then are we consistantly bombarded with 
media coverage of the 340 batter and 250 bowler, 
and barely a mention is made of the dedicated 
students who enter the academic 'Hall of Fame.’ 

I think the reason for this phenomenon is 
simply that competition on the baseball diamond 
is more glamorous and apparent than the daily 
struggles occuring within our schools by 
students seeking academic excellence. 

In addition, the ‘single’ which brings home the 
winning run is anticipated, savored, witnessed 
and recounted in only an instant. But the 
struggles for excellence in schools, only rarely 
generates immediate results. 

Rather, the student who is taught to think by 
our educators, often must devote years to his 
task before success is gained, unlike the im- 
mediate success readily apparent when a bowler 
knocks down all the pins. 

It is tor those reasons that I feel that students 
who are honored today by an invitation to 
become a part of the National Honor Society, 
have contributed considerably more to society 
than Pete Rose will have ever managed, despite 
his salary in the millions. 

In the final analysis, the real test of value is not 
hw much a person takes from society but rather 
how much he is able to give to it. 

And even a quick look would prove that the 
givers are society’s builders while the takers are 
just users of what has been built 

At the dinner where my son was installed in the

Honor Society, Mr. Ray Rafford was guest 
speaker. Rafford, assistant superintendent of 
student relations for Wayne-Westland Schools, 
asked the question, “Why do so many of us seek 
to be nothing more than just average?”

Health Beat

Our column of last week, in which we cited 
some information published by the Michigan 
Heart Association, brought a favorable 
response. Hence, we’ll do one more column on 
heart. 

A reasonable question, and one which is 
frequently asked, is what can one do to prevent 
heart trouble? 

People must initially recognize that there are 
several factors which contribute to the increased 
risk of heart attack. Unfortunately, according to 
the Heart Association, factors such as age, race, 
sex, and heredity are your and are immutable. 
Still, there are other factors whose risks can be 
reduced by your personal life style and by ap- 
propriate treatment by your doctor. 

Let’s look first at one of the real 
troublemakers: cigarettes. 

If you smoke more than one pack a day, you 
run up to twice the risk of heart attack as those 
who don’t smoke. 

Interestingly enough, the Heart Association 
says that the death rate from cardiovascular 
disease of cigarette smokers who stop smoking is 
nearly as low as that of people who have never 
started smoking. As an aside, in addition to 
possible heart problems, the cigarette smoker 
seems to run a better chance of contacting 
emphysema, lung and throat cancer, and a 
multitude of unpleasent conditions. 

A man I work with at the PCHA Central Office 
was at one time a very heavy smoker. As he put 
it, "I smoked anything that would burn.” But for

12 years now he’s been able to do without his 
daily jolt that comes from tobacco smoking. 

And evidently it was a good thing he kicked the 
habit. Not long ago he had to go through some 
serious heart surgery, and “had I still been 
puffing away, I know full well I’d neVer have 
been able to tolerate the surgery.” His doctors 
were quick to concur with that assessment 

There are some studies which indicate that 
those who live sedentary lives run a higher risk 
of heart attack than do those who get regular 
exercise. 

It appears that exercise which is rhythmic, 
repetitive, involves the use of large muscles, and 
challenges the circulatory system, is the best 
conditioner for cardiovascular fitness. 

However, as we always stress, before em- 
barking on any exercise program, see your 
doctor for a physical examination. After the 
doctor has put together his findings, he will be 
able to work out a sensible exercise regime 
specifically tailored to serve your individual 
needs. 

We’ve written before about high blood 
pressure and its insidious contribution to stroke 
and heart attack. 

According to the Heart Association, nearly 34 
million Americans suffer from high blood 
pressure, and Black Americans are nearly 50 
percent more likely than White Americans to 
have high blood pressure. 

Happily, the disease can be controlled with 
drug therapy and some simple diet changes. 
Have that blood pressure checked regularly! 


Overweight. Boy, what can we say about that 
one? It’s pretty dear that the overweight in- 
dividual forces his heart and circulatory system 
to work harder. 

It ought to beequally dear that the overweight 
person — such as the one sitting at this 
typewriter — would be doing himself or herself a 
big favor if he or she took off some of those ex- 
cess pounds. Excess weight, incidently, can also 
be a contributing factor in high blood pressure. 

And now for the fifth caution from the Heart 
Association. 

We want to talk here about saturated fats and 
cholesterol. Some meats, dairy foods, and 
cooking oils are high insaturated fats; egg yolks, 
shrimp, andorgan meats are high in cholesterol. 

Polyunsatured fiats tend to lower blood 
cholesterol levels. Hence, the Heart Association 
suggests that one have frequent meals of fish, 
poutry, and veal. 

It is further suggested that you eat lean cuts of 
beef, lamb, or pork. Additionally, you might try 
cooking with liquid vegetable oils and polyun- 
saturated shortenings, using skim milk and skim 
milk products, and limiting the number of eggs 
you eat. 

So what have we said? I guess in essense we’ve 
suggested that cigarette smokers quit smoking, 
that we embark ona sane exercise program, that 
we monitor our blood pressure, keep our weight 
at desirable levels, and watch what we eat. 

I’m going to give it a try. Let’s see what the 
next six months brings.

Heating assistance approved

An easy-to-run, easy-to-use home 
heating assistance program has been 
approved by the Legislature 

It provides for some $38 million in state 
assistance to help as many as 475,000 
senior citizens and low-income residents to 
heat their homes during the winter. 

The program replaces an emergency 
one, for last winter only, adopted by the 
Legislature late last year. 

During its brief experience, that one- 
year program provided legislators and 
administrators with valuable information 
which led to creation of the new, per- 
manent energy cost assistance program 

It was found, for instance, that last 
winter’s program was more complex than 
anticipated and therefore more costly to 
run Under that cumbersome program, 
people, if they knew about it, had to find 
the proper forms, send them in to be 
processed by the Department of Social 
Services, then hope that the utilities or fuel 
companies received the proper checks. 
Payments were made directly to the 
heating energy supplies. 

Unlike the past program, there are no 
complicated forms which have to be filed 
with the Department of Social Services. 
Claims for the assistance will, instead, be 
made at the same time people file their 
state income tax forms. 

The program is tied to the property tax- 
rent credit program. Anyone entitled to 
those credits would, in most instances, 
also be eligible for the heating assistance 
plan. 

Average benefits under the program will 
be about $80, with maximum benefits set 
at $370. 


It has been estimated that 90 percent of 
eligible households will take advantage of 
the aid, in sharp contrast to the current 
year w hen almost one-third of the money 
allocated for the program went unclaimed. 
Only about 170.000 households took ad- 
vantage of last year’s program, despite an 
extension on the deadline for applications. 

Some criticism has been leveled at that 
program because of the Department of 
Social Service’s role in it. It was felt that 
some people did not want to be identified 
as welfare recipients 

Maximum household income allowed 
under the program is $10,571 a year. 
Benefits will be determined by the level of 
income and the number of dependents in 
the household. Those w ith liquid financial 
assets of more than $30,000 will not be 
eligible. However, senior citizens need not 
count as liquid assets the sale of a home, if 
it has been sold within the previous two 
years. 

An important change in the program, 
compared to that of last winter, is that 
recipients w ill receive the credits directly, 
rather than the assistance being paid to 
utilities or fuel companies. 

If the claimant ow r es no state income tax. 
he or she will receive a direct rebate 
check If tax is owed, the amount will be 
deducted from that liability. 

The program will help those people w f ho 
need it the most in offsetting rapidly rising 
fuel cost. According to one survey, fuel 
bills jumped 19.5 percent from May 1977 to 
May 1978 

The bill is expected to be signed into law 
shortly by the Governor. 

Meanwhile, he has already signed a 


number of other bills which came out of 
the Legislatures September session 
Under one of them, school employees 
giving medicine to students will be im- 
mune from criminal or civil damages 
The immunity is extended to those 
employees designated by school ad- 
ministrators to give medicine, when 
medication is done in the presence of 
another adult and parents have consented 
to the treatment Prosecution could be 
brought only in cases of gross neglect or 
willful misconduct. 

Formerly, the protection extended only 
to school administrators or teachers. It did 
not include other members of the school 
staff, including a school nurse who would 
be betta* qualified than a teacher or ad- 
ministrator to give the medicine 
Another new law makes the state 
registrar (Department of Public Health) 
the official repository of marriage 
licenses, instead of county clerks 
The law makes clear that the Depart- 
ment of Public Health is responsible for 
provision of marriage license materials to 
county clerks and related record-keeping 
functions, and make the procedures for the 
collection and maintenance of those 
records consistent with Michigan’s new 
Public Health Code. 

Also signed was a series of bills which 
allow credits for service under the federal 
Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act (CETA) in retirement 
systems for those CETA workers who are 
later employed by public school systems, 
the State Police, municipal police or fire 
departments, the state, counties or other 
local governments.

TROUT AND SALMON REGULATIONS 

The Natural Resources Commission, at its 
meeting on July 14, 1978, under the authority of 
Act 165, P A. 1929, as amended, and Act 230, P.A 
1925, as amended, ordered that for a period of 
five years beginning January 1, 1979, no person 
shall take or attempt to take any species of trout 
or salmon from any of the waters of this state 
except by hook and line during the open seasons 
prescribed, and within the minimum size limits 
and maximum possession limits indicated 
below 

Statewide open seasons on all streams and 
designated trout lakes shall be from the last 
Saturday in April through September 30 (longer 
on waters designated by the Director for ex- 
tended fishing under Act 165) on all trout and 
salmon. Statewide open seasons on all other 
inland lakes and the Great Lakes shall be any 
time for all trout and salmon. Size limits shall be 
8 inches on Low er Peninsula streams. 7 inches on 
Upper Peninsula streams, and 10 inches on 
lakes The daily limit for trout and salmon shall 
be 5 fish singly or in combination but no more 
than 3 lake trout or splake 
An additional 5 brook or brown trout may be 
taken from streams from the last Saturday in 
April through September 30 onlv

Coffee adds flavor 
to nut!oaf f fudge 


Instant coffee is not only a world 
wide favorite beverage, it is also a 
convenient ingredient to use in 
various recipes such as the coffee 
raisin and nut loaf cake. The loaf 
cake is an excellent choice for a 
family get-together or a bazaar. 

Here is the recipe as developed in 
the Nescafe Test Kitchens.

If you are concerned about 
what foods can be safely 
refrozen, here are some 
guidelines to follow. Remember 
that while many frozen foods 
may be refrozen with no 
danger, they may be lacking in 
some of their original quality. 

Meats: Do not refreeze, if 
they have warmed to room 
temperature and have com- 
pletely thawed. If complete 
thawing has occurred, red 
meats should be cooked im- 
mediately. They can then be 
refrozen. Partially thawed 
variety meats, sausages and 
hamburgers should be cooked 
immediately. 

Fruits: Completely thawed 
fruits should be used im- 
mediately. Fruits may be 
refrozen, but there may be a 
quality loss. 

Prepared Foods (meats in 
cream sauces, frozen dinners,

If you’re wondering why that photograph you sent in 
with your engagement or wedding story wasn’t used, it 
was because it was not suitable for publication. Candid 
snapshots are not acceptable since they do not contain 
the sharpness and contrast needed for reproducing. 

In order for a photo to be used with an engagement 
announcement, it should preferably be a head shot in 
wallet size. But if only a larger studio picture is 
available we can reduce it to fit one column. 

We prefer not using pictures of couples for 
engagements although we will accept one if it was 


taken professionally and especially for the 
engagement. 

Wedding photographs submitted can be either of the 
bride alone or the bridal couple but must be of 
professional quality — NO SNAPSHOTS.

These are best discarded, or 
cooked immediately, if they 
have thawed completely. 

Frozen Juices: Orange juice 
that thaws should be recon- 
stituted according to directions 
and used. 

Fish: If it has completely 
thawed, it is best consumed on 
the spot or thrown out since it 
can spoil very rapidly. 

Poultry: If poultry has 
thawed, but is still quite cold to 
the touch, it may be cooked and 
refrozen. Anystuffed poultry 
should be discarded. 

Vegetables: Vegetables that 
still show ice crystals may be 
refrozen but should be used as 
soon as possible. If completely 
thawed, you can refreeze some 
vegetables — plain ones, not 
with sauces... if they have not 
been held at room temperature 
too long. Vegetables also may 
be cooked and refrozen 
separately or as ingredients in a 
casserole or other dish. 

Breads: Can be refrozen, 
however, this sometimes 
produces dryness and affects 
the quality of the icing. 

Pies: Can be refrozen, with 
the exception of cream pies. 
Some weeping and breaking of 
filling may occur, as well as loss 
of crust texture.

Your “body clock” is telling you 
what time to eat just as it is set to 
wake you up at a certain hour 

By setting the schedule according 
to constructive eating patterns, you 
can go a long way toward making 
your diet work. 

Putting body rhythms to work for 
you results in planned eating at 
planned times. Proper planning 
results in wise dieting 

The best way to begin is by 
analyzing your daily time cycle. 
When do you usually wake up? When 
do you eat breakfast, lunch and 
supper? When do you snack? 

Once you have established your 
.pattern, look ahead and work out a 


seven-day eating schedule. Don’t 
purposely plan to have snacks in the 
morning, afternoon or evening, but 
don’t simply omit them from the 
schedule, if you know that you’ll 
take them anyway 

Make the schedule realistic, based 
on your usual waking hours and 
work hours and considering the 
weekend differences Once you have 
devised a plan with which you are 
comfortable, resolve to eat at the 
times you have chosen and only at 
those times. 

To do this, you’ll find it easier to 
tell your family, friends and co- 
workers what you are up to. 

They should understand that you 
are trying to free yourself of urges to 


eat. except at certain times of etch 
day. 

Once you’ve made the com- 
mitment to follow a schedule, you 
should make certain to plan your 
between-meal eating as carefully as 
you plan your meals 

1 suggest sticking to simple foods 
that aren’t too tempting and cer- 
tainly keep within the confines of 
your diet. 

Having mastered preplanning, be 
sure to keep a careful record of what 
you eat. As every dieter knows, it’s 
one thing to set a course and still 
another to keep on it. 

Over a period of time, your body 
clock will respond with an acquired 
rhythm of eating. 


Poinsettias: Pepita's 
gift to Christ Child 


“On a Christmas Eve long ago 
Pepita was sad. This little 
Mexican girl wanted more than 
anything to give a fine present to 
the Christ Child at the church 
service that evening. 

“But she was very poor and 
had no gift. 

“As she walked sorrowfully to 
church with her cousin, Pedro, he 
tried to console her. 

“Pepita,” he said, ‘I am cer- 
tain that even the most humble 
gift, given in love, will be ac- 
ceptable in his eyes.’ 

“So Pepita gathered a bouquet 
of common weeds from the 
roadside and entered the church. 
As she approached the altar, her 
spirits lifted. She forgot the 
humbleness of her gift as she 
placed it tenderly at the feet of 
the Christ Child. 

“...And there was a miracle. 

Pepita’s insignificant weeds 
burst into brilliant bloom. 

“Hiey were called Flores de 
Noche Buena— Flowers of the 
Holy Night.” 

What are Flores de Noche 
Buena? Their botanical name is 
Euphorbia pulcherrima, but we 
know them as poinsettias, a 
native of Mexico. 

The poinsettia has become a 
part of our Christmas tradition, a 
welcomed gift of the holiday 
season that lasts and lasts. And 
its blooms are not limited to just 
red. There are white, pink, 
orange and even marbled 
varieties of the plant. 

According to the Society of 
American Florists, which sup- 
plied the short story of Pepita's 
miracle, poinsettias were first 
cultivated by the Aztecs. Called 
Cuetlaxochitl, they were prized 
because they symbolized purity. 


It also had a practical value. A 
crimson dye was made from the 
colorful bracts and a fever 
medicine from the milky latex 
that dripped from the plant when 
it was cut. 

Seventeenth century Fran- 
ciscan priests were the first to 
use poinsettias in their Christmas 
celebration. They were used in 
the nativity procession, Fiesta of 
Santa Pesebre. 

However, the man that in- 
troduced poinsettias to the United 
States was our first ambassador 
to Mexico, Joel Roberts Poinsett. 
He had some sent to his home in 
Greenville, S. C. in 1825, and 
since that time, poinsettias have 
borne his name. 

A bit of tender loving care is 
needed to keep Pepita’s miracle 
vivid and beautiful beyond the 
holiday season. 

Place the plant in a room where 
there is sufficient natural light to 
read fine print. 

Avoid drafts or excess heat 
from appliances, radiators or 
ventilating ducts. 

Place the plant high enough to 
be away from traffic and out of 
reach of unmonitored children 
and animals. 

Put plant in or on a water-proof 
container to protect your fur- 
nishings. 

Water plant thoroughly when 
the soil surface is dry to the 
touch. Remember to discard 
excess water. 

To prolong the bright color of 
the bracts, temperatures should 
not exceed 72 degrees during the 
day and 60 degrees at night. 
When bracts age and become 
muddy green, cut the plant back 
to 8 inches to grow as a foliage 
plant.

"HOW DO I GIVE COMFORT 
TO THE TERMINALLY ILL? 

It is usually best to maintain the same closeness you 
have shared in the past. Your contacts with the person 
should be of the same type as they were in the past — a 
phone call, short visit over coffee, a personal note — 
whichever was your manner of contact before you 
heard of the illness. 

If making a personal call seems too difficult, perhaps a 
short note indicating "word has come to me that you 
are ill. Please be comforted that you are in my thoughts 
and prayers." 

Silence can often be interpreted to mean indifference to 
one who is ill. A simple note of concern and love makes 
an opening for a personal call at a time convenient to 
the sick person That personal visit will surety prove a 
comfort to both parties! 

And finally, that personal visit should be made just as 
you ordinarily might make. Don't change your per 
sonality or behavior — rather "be yourself."

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For domestic assault victims 


Debbie Benjamin to direct 'First Step' program

The First Step project to help 
victims of domestic assault in 
Western Wayne County has hired a 
director, and has a promise of office 
space that will be available in about 
a month. 

Now, all it needs is money to begin 
a program. 

The first priority of new director 
Debbie Benjamin, who was hired 
Nov. 16, is to write an application for 
funding from the State of Michigan, 
which has set aside $1 million 
specifically for such programs that 
deal with domestic violence. 

Since she began the job, she has 
been working out her plans to set the 
program in motion, but most of the 
plans now hinge on all-important 
funding. 

It has been the City of Westland 
that has been the major financial 
benefactor for the project so far. The 
city allocated $25,000 of its federal 
community development grant to 
the Western Wayne County Project 
on Domestic Assault, or “First 
Step”. Tliat money made it possible 
for the board of directors of the non- 
profit corporation to hire the 
director. 

Westland has also allocated a 
CETA (federally funded job) slot to 
the project, said Ms. Benjamin. And 
the city has offered the project rent- 
free office space at its Dorsey 
Community Center. Both should be 
available in about a month. 

The program for a bused wives has 


been in the planning for about a 
year. One of the prime movers in its 
organization was The Rev. Douglas 
Hodges, pastor at Westland’s 
Norwayne Baptist Church until the 
church closed about a month ago 
Hodges and his family recently 
moved to another state, so Hodges 
vacated his co-chairmanship of the 
project. 

Ms. Benjamin, 24, received her 
masters degree in social work in 
April from the University of 
Michigan. She has experience 
working as an emergency mental 
health counselor for Washtenaw 
County. In that job, she frequently 
came into contact with abused wives 
as she handled calls received on a 24- 
hour crisis line. 

Once funding is obtained, one of 
the First plans is to set up a 24-hour 
crisis intervention phone line, she 
said. Victims of domestic violence 
could call the number, and workers 
would have the staff available to 
send out and meet with the woman. 

Also available would be funds to 
provide the victims with emergency 
temporary shelter away from home. 
The priority is to guarantee the 
victim immediate physical safety. 
This might be done by putting them 
up in a motel, or in volunteer homes 
in the community. Many times, this 
would mean not only housing the 
woman herself, but also her 
children. A beaten wife usually will 
not leave the. violent situation 
without taking her children with her. 
However, First Step will not be 
immediately opening a shelter per 
se, as was originally planned 


The project also will provide 
ongoing counseling at the office. 
Women and men who suffer 
domestic violence will be seen in- 
dividually, or in group, ex* in family 
counselling, if both partners are 
willing to be involved. The coun- 
selors also will help refer the per- 
sons to agencies that might help 
them with social services. 

Ms Benajamin stressed that 
counselors would be helping the 
victim explore her options The 
ultimate decision on what to do — to 
leave her partner, to seek a new 
home, job or attempt reconciliation 
— would be up to her. 

“I don’t see the role of the coun- 
selor to recommend a course of 
action,” she said. “The counselor 
will help herexplore what she wants 
to do. 

She also responded to the 
sometimes heard argument that 
such programs for abused wives 
help only to break up families, 

“I see our services as essentially 
strengthening the family unit,” she 
said. “Families are supposed to be 
bonded by feelings of love and af- 
fection, and having violence occur 
contradicts society’s whole notion of 
what a family should be. 

“We do not tell the women what to 4 
do. But if it is her decision to leave 
because the situation is intolerable, 
at least we can help her with 
practical considerations M 

What makes domestic violence so 
unique is that the assault is done “by 
a person you love and who sup- 
posedly loves you,” Ms. Benjamin 


pointed out 

There may be men in the area who 
are abused and can use the same 
services, Ms. Benjamin said. She 
said the extent of husband beating is 
not known, adding: “If it’s em- 
barassing for a woman to admit that 
she is beaten by her husband, think 
of how embarassingit would be for a 
man to seek help.” 

As part of the program, Ms. 
Benjamin said that the interaction 
between First Step and the police 
departments will be a “critical 
relationship.” She said she hopes to 
work out a relationship with the 
police where they would see First 
Step as a support service and would 
call them to help when they get a 
domestic assault call. 

The problem of domestic violence 
traditionally has been dumped on 
the police, since they usually the 
first to intervene in most cases. 

Community education as to “the 
magnitude of the problem” also will 
be an important part of the work of 
First Step, she added. 

Ms. Benjamin discussed her plans 
with the idea of funding from the 
state in mind Without that funding, 
the project will operate “as best we 
can’’ with volunteers, seekihg 
donations where it can. Other areas 
of funding areavailable, too, such as 
through the Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration, she said. 
In addition, First Step will continue 
to seek local sipport such as it 
received from Westland 

The project services would be 
open to all residents of Wayne 
County, except the City of Detroit

Junk 
food? 
Not so 


There are junk food junkies, 
health food faddists and, tucked 
awaydn Michigan State University’s 
department of food science and 
human nutrition, a nutrition 
revolutionary of sorts, who says that 
there simply are no good or bad 
foods. 

Gilbert A. Leveille’s background 
suggests he’s not biting off more 
than he can chew when it comes to 
the subject of nutrition. He has a 
doctor of philosophy in nutrition and 
biochemistry from Rutgers 
University and is chairman of his 
department at MSU. He also serves 
as a nutrition specialist for the 
university’s Cooperative Extension 
Service. 

As a nationally recognized expert 
in his field, Leveille is trying to help 
eradicate the widespread guilt 
associated with eating snacks like 
potato chips and soda pop and that 
all-American meal, a hamburger, 
french fries and milk shake. 

Even if a food contains so-called 
empty calories, it still has some 
nutrient value, he points out, 
because calories are a nutrient. 

Leveille believes eaters should 
understand all foods. His idea of 
understanding includes a “nutrient 
density” analysis, which compares 
the amount of nutrients provided by 
a food to the food’s energy content. 

To explain how this concept enters 
into food choices, Leveille compares 
food requirements for a teen-age boy 
and girl. 

“Generally, a teen age boy will be 
very active, have a high energy 
requirement and be eating a lot of 
food, so his individual choices need 
not emphasize high nutrient density 
foods. 

“On the other hand, a teen-age girl 
may be less active, not growing as 
rapidly as her male counterpart and 
often more concerned a bo it keeping 
her weight down. Therefore, she 
must have a more nutrient dense 
diet because she is eating less food. 
She can ill afford to include very 


many low nutrient density foods in 
her diet.” 

The message Leveille delivers is 
not difficult to digest 

“Fundamentally, a balanced diet 
based on selections from the four 
food groups still is as good as 
anything we have. 

After a person has fulfilled the 
basic dietary needs, snacks or other 
“fun” foods may be added, as long 
as caloric intake does not rise above 
the level needed to maintain proper 
weight, he says. 

Leveille practices what he 
preaches. To counteract the 150 low 
nutrient dense calories contained in 
his favorite before dinner drink, he 
“pays the price by jogging.” 

Although he believes the United 
States has the best nutrition in the 
world, Leveille admits that some 
congressional factions disagree. He 
characterizes the congressional 
approach to nutrition as over- 
simplistic, with its goal being to put 
either red or green labels cn food, in 
a stop-or-go manner. 

The nutritionist doesn’t mince 
words when it comes to the health 
food phenomenon, calling it non- 
sense. He says health food devotees 
may find the products 
psychologically appealing, bit lower 
cost alternatives usually can be 
found in the supermarket. 

Similarly, Leveille says food 
supplements like alfalfa or yeast 
tablets make no significant 
nutritional contribution, despite 
claims to the contrary. TTiat’s why 
he would like to see greater 
governmental regulation of health 
foods subjecting them to the same 
controls found in the rest of the food 
industry. 

Most vitamins, according to 
Leveille, probably are a waste of 
money, with people taking a tablet 
very day as insurance. 

Despite food fads, Leveille is a 
continual optimist when it comes to 
American nutrition.

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Art Institute redesigns 8 galleries 


The delicate craft- 
smanship, elegant 
fabrics and precious 
decorative objects 
characteristic of French 
17th and 18th century 
courts and wealthy 
homes are on display in 
eight reinstalled 
galleries in the Ford 
Wing of the Detroit 
Institute of Arts. The 
newly desighed 
galleries now are part of 
the museum’s per- 
manent collection. 

The reinstallations of 
French decorative arts 
include the 18th century 
drawing room known as 
the Kanzler Room 
named for benefactors 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Kanzler and the fund 
established by 
Josephine and Ernest 


Kanzler In the 
luxurious drawing 
room, Louis XV period 
paneling from a chateau 
near Amiens, France, 
has been refinished in 
muted green with white 
accents. Six arched 
mirrors inset in the 
panel in opposite pairs 
visually expand the 
space. On the Rococo 
style variegated gray 
marble fireplace stands 
a neo-classical ormolu 
(a process of gold 
plating on bronze or 
brass) clock by Parisian 
watchmaker Jean- 
Baptiste-Francois 
Cronier. French doors 
are draped in apricot 
silk with all the room’s 
colors combined in silk 
tassel fringe. 

Among the ex- 


traordinary furniture in 
the Kanzler Room is a 
large bombe' com- 
mode, or chest of 
drawers, veneered in 
Brazilian kingwood and 
rosewood inlaid with 
geometric marguetry. 
Elaborate bronze 
drawer pulls and 
decorations accent the 
piece. 

Designed for comfort 
as well as elegance, the 
Regency style bergere 
(arm chair) was well 
padded and propor- 
tioned to accommodate 
the wide skirts of the 
period. The upholstered 
chair back features 
wings to protect the 
sitter from drafts. Its 
exposed carved walnut 
frame is decorated with 
shell and leaf motifs. 


Treasures show off 


France's 2nd empire 


From Jan. 18 through 
March 18, 362 works of 
art in the Second Em- 
pire will reflect an 
extravagant, sump- 
tuous period of for- 
midable diversity — the 
, brief, glittering reign 
(1852-1870) of Emperor 
Napoleon III, the last 
sovereign ruler of 
France, and his Em- 
press Eugenie. 

Both of the genius and 
the obstention of the 
Empire are reflected in 
the array of paintings, 
sculpture, drawings, 
furnishings, textiles, 
decorative objects and 
period photographs. 
Paintings by Ingres, 
Delacroix, Corot, 
Winterhalter, Courbet, 
Manet, Degas, Renoir; 
k sculpture by Bayre, 
Carpeaux, Rodin, 
photographs by Le 
Negre, Nadar, Braun — 
only a partial list of the 
• artists represented — 
suggest a period of 
academic tradition and 
a period of transition as 
well, for the Second 
Empire witnessed the 
emergence of the Im- 
pressionists and the 
beginnings of modern 
art as we know it. 


While state patronage 
of the Salons and state- 
sponsored Universal 
Expositions gave ex- 
posure to thousands of 
artists and craftsmen, 
Napoleon III made his 
most memorable 
contribution as a city 
planner. 

Aided by Baron 
Haussmann, he tran- 
sformed Paris from a 
medieval town to a city 
of handsome vistas, 
parks and boulevards, 
great public buildings, 
lavish* entertainments 
and public spectacles. 
The festive Second 
Empire ended in 
political humiliation 
with the Emperor’s 
surrender in the 
Franco-Prussian War of 
1870.

In keeping with the 
craftsmanship of the 
furnishings, decorative 
objects such as Chinese 
(Kang Hsi period) 
porcelain vases were 
mounted on French 
ormolu bases. 

In galleries flanking 
the Kanzler Room, 
silver-gilt and gold 
goblets, urns, sculp- 
tures and decorative 
objects are displayed in 
specially designed 
cases. 

Depicting mytho- 
logical subjects, a 
group of Gobelins and 
Beauvais tapestries of 
wool and silk shot with 
gold and silver threads 
adorn the area’s en- 
trance gallery, which 
opens into the Dodge 
Music Room. The Music 
Room’s contents, a 1970 
bequest of Anna 
Thomson Dodge from 
her Grosse Fointe 
Farms home, Rose 
Terrace, include a huge 
Aubusson rug in tones of 
rose, blue and cream, 
which is complimented 
by peach and rose walls 
of the gallery, a 
Beauvais tapestry 
woven from a cartoon 
by Boucher, more than 
40 pieces of Sevres 
porcelain, 18 large 
pieces of furniture 
and 12 seating pieces, 
plus clocks, torcheres, 
terracotta sculptures by 
Clodion and paintings 
by Fragonard. Many of 
the pieces were pur- 
chased in the 1930s by 
Mrs. Dodge from the 
former imperial 
collections of Russia 
sold through Joseph 
Duveen by the Russian 
government. 


Adjacent galleries 
feature a variety of 
French metalcraft, 
porcelain, sculpture, 
and paintings from the 
museum’s 16th through 
18th century French 
collection. 

In addition to the Art 
Institute’s extensive 
collection of French 
paintings and sculpture, 
which ranks among the 
finest outside of Europe, 
a number of works are 
on long term loan from 
the Cooper Hewitt 
Museum in New York 


City and the National 
Museum of History and 
Tehcnology in 
Washington, D C., both 
Smithsonian In- 
stitutions, and from 
anonymous European 
and American collec- 
tions. 

The eight-gallery 
wing is on permanent 
exhibition and is open 

free to the public during 
regular museum nours, 
Tuesday through 
Sunday from 9:30 a m 
to 5:30 p.m. (closed 
Mondays and holidays).

"Contemporary Parenting: A 
Community Approach” is the title of 
a new demonstration project that 
will be offered in Western Wayne 
early next year. 

The project, under the direction of 
Dr. Bruce Warren of the Eastern 
Michigan University sociology 
department, will be offered in the 
Wayne- Westland Community 
Schools in late January. 

The eight-week class and 
workshop will be for all parents, 
with an "emphasis” on adoptive 
parents, single parents, step- 
parents, foster parents and parents 
of handicapped children. 

Subject matter of the classes and 
workshops will vary and will be 
based on a needs assessment, which 
is now being conducted. 

“In this community there already 
are some existing parent courses.” 

The purpose of the program is to 
provide a means for parents to meet 
and discuss the problems of 
parenting. In addition, they would be 
able to increase their knowledge 
about normal child development, 
their skills in managing behavior 
and their awareness of existing 
community resources. 

Warren added: "We are aiming at 
good parents who want to do even 
better at raising their kids. There 
are not enough parents out there 
getting their questions answered.” 


He explained why such classes 
and workshops are necessary: 

"A few decades ago, most people 
married in their late teens or early 
20s. They tended to stay married and 
lived near their relatives and were 
close to their neighbors. 

"Through coffee Matching with 
neighbors and talking with relatives, 
they were able to get feedback on 
their parenting. But now, with more 
than 40 percent of the women 
working and our highly mobile 
society, people don’t have the same 
opportunity to share. We’re at- 
tempting to meet that need with 
parent education discussion 
groups.” 

Contemporary parenting, ac- 
cording to Warren, is further 
complicated by the "blending” of 
families. Blended families occur 
when two people who already have 
children get married. Other blended 
families might have both natural 
and adopted children in the same 
household. Still others might have 
foster children as well. 

Warren added that more women 
are working, and "women at work 
are less likely to discuss parenting, 
than if they were sitting next to a 
neighbor in the park watching their 
children play.”
